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Nightime bus links 
for all night tube 


WITH plans to run the Tube through 
the night on Friday and Saturday from 
September, it is important that all areas 
of the Royal Borough of Greenwich have a 
night bus link to the Jubilee Line at North 
Greenwich Station. 

It is planned that routes 132 and 486 will 
operate 24 hours on Fridays and Saturdays 
between Bexleyheath and North Greenwich 
Station via Eltham (132) and Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital (486) every 30 minutes. 

I feel other routes may also need to cover 
more of the royal borough including routes 
161 and 422 - serving Plumstead and 
Woolwich, Eltham and Mottingham. This 
may also be time for TfL to upgrade routes 
161 and 486 to 24 hour services seven nights 
a week. 

Julian Russell and Richard 
Stokes, Kidbrooke. 
• John Barry, TfL's Head of Network 
Development for Buses said: "Thank you 


for the suggestion of running route 486 
at night all week and for night services 
on routes 161 and 422. We are proposing 
weekend night services on the 132 and 
486 to complement Night Tube at North 
Greenwich. This is in addition to the 
existing night service all week on routes 
108, 188 and 472. We will of course 
be keeping usage and requests under 
review when the new tube services start. 
In the meantime as mentioned above, 
we are running a public consultation on 
changes to the night bus network, ahead 
of the introduction of the Night Tube. 

It ends on 1 July and I would encourage 
any interested parties to share their 
views with us."

Mary Simpson, Greenwich Pensioners Forum 
• Lt Col R J Christopher, Woolwich Station 
Commander said: "Woolwich Common is owned 
by the MOD but is open to the public and it is 
a cause of constant frustration that litter and 
dog waste are left to spoil it for other users. In 
May soldiers from the Barracks cleared two van 
loads of litter from the Common with council 
help, and there are waste bins at all the bus 
stops that ring the Common for people to use. 

I am investigating placing additional waste 
bins on the Common, but with limited money 
to manage the whole of the military estate in 
Woolwich I have yet to find an affordable and 
sustainable way to do so. 

"The MOD did place bins on the Common 
previously, but they had to be removed after 
being set on fire, so you will understand I have 
to find a solution that will last. Thank you for 
highlighting this problem, and I would ask 
everyone reading this to help me keep the 
Woolwich Common as clean and tidy as possible 
by taking all their waste with them to the 
nearest bin."

NEARLY all of 200 newly-created jobs at 
a new M&S store in Charlton are going to 
local people. 

Marks and Spencer is due to open its 
new store on Thursday (July 9) and most 
of the vacancies have now been filled 
with scores of jobs for local people. 

The new store will have a staff of 
almost 200 - 1 08 of these have gone 
to local people while the remaining 
roles are being filled internally or from 
redeploying people who lost their jobs 
when the Woolwich and Lewisham 
branches closed. 

As part of the recruitment process, 

M&S has been working closely with 
local organisations including GLLaB, 
the Greenwich Local Labour and 
Business jobs service, to provide 
job opportunities to royal borough 
residents. 

Three of the management roles were 
filled by GLLaB, including two residents 
who were unemployed after the closure 
of Charlton's Matalan store. 

M&S traditionally recruits online, 
but agreed to work with GLLaB to 
recruit local people including those 
finding it hardest to get a job. The firm 
gave a commitment to interview 60 
unemployed local residents, supported 
by GLLaB. 

GLLaB, worked with Westminster 
Kingsway College to compile a six-week 
pre-employment programme aimed at 
residents who had little to no experience 
of working in retail. The training was 
delivered at the borough's Hospitality 


and Catering Skills Centre at Charlton 
Athletic Football Club, and covered 
qualifications in retail and customer 
service, combined with work experience 
in a M&S store in London. It guaranteed 
a job interview for everyone who 
completed the process successfully. 
GLLaB is now working with M&S to run 
further training to meet extra demand. 
Store manager, Ken Holdway, 
said: "We've been inundated with 
applications and we're delighted to 
have been able to recruit such a large 
number of people from the local area. It's 
going to be an exciting day for everyone 
at M&S and we're looking forward to 
opening our doors for business!" 

Sizwe James, the council's cabinet 
member for business, employment 
and skills, said: "This is fantastic news 
and adds to the new jobs offered to 
local people by the new neighbouring 
Sainsbury's store which opened last 
week. 

The council is determined to work with 
new businesses and employers to ensure 
that residents have as many chances 
as possible to access training and job 
opportunities within the borough, as 
this is a key strand of our anti-poverty 
work."

an appalling state. Neighbours were 
constantly complaining to the council, 
asking if something could be done. 

Local councillors and council officers 
tried many times, without success, to 
persuade the elderly owner to sell it. 
So eventually steps were taken by the 
authority to issue a compulsory order. 
Shortly after this process began, the 
owner sold it privately to a developer, 
who called in builders who restored it 
to modern standards. It is now a proper 
family home again, and has gone on the 
market. The original owner is now in 
sheltered accommodation. 

Cllr Chris Kirby, the council’s cabinet 
member for housing and human 
resources, said: “There were complex 
legal issues here, and we supported 
and advised the owner throughout the 
process, trying to get the best for all 
involved. 


“Empty properties can be an eyesore 
and can attract vandals or squatters. If 
brought back into use they can provide 
a home for people in housing need. We 
want to find out about long-term empty, 
privately-owned housing that has been 
abandoned or is derelict. We will make 
contact with the owners and offer them 
support to bring their properties back 
into use. Where properties have been 
neglected over a long period of time we 
will consider taking action to bring about 
their improvement to get them back into 
use.”

LOCAL people are welcome to an event 
to mark the completion of the first 
phase of improvements to Rockliffe 
Gardens this Saturday (July 4).

The royal borough has outperformed 
the London average for recycling 
rates in the last two years as well 
as achieving the third lowest 
percentage of landfill in the capital 
- just outside the top 20 councils 
in the country. But the message 
is clear - by working together, the 
borough can do even better. 

To mark National Recycling Week 2015 (22- 
28 June) the council’s recycling teams took 
their message out at Roadshows at local 
supermarkets, public buildings and major 
events, emphasising the importance of 
recycling and how its residents can help 
increase the amount of waste which is 
turned back into reusable materials. 

Part of the message included promoting 
the full range of items that can be recycled 
in the royal borough. The council’s 
weekly dedicated household recycling 
service collects everything from coloured 
glass, tin foil, empty aerosol tins, junk 
mail, books, ready meals packaging and 
plastic bottles. 

The waste for recycling is taken to the 
royal borough’s Mixed Recycling Facility 
(MRF) where it goes through a series of 
sophisticated machines which separate 
the waste into specific types of materials 
to be recycled. 

The MRF is based at the same site as 
the royal borough’s Reuse and Recycle 
Centre in Thamesmead on Nathan Way, 


SE28 OAF. The Centre is open seven days a 
week and accepts a larger range of items, 
including many (such as furniture and 
white goods) which cannot be collected in 
the weekly doorstep service. 

Batteries and electrical waste should also 
be safely disposed of using the dedicated 
bins at recycling banks (also known as 
bring sites). Small electrical items can 
also be disposed of using the council’s 


to think of the local environment and keep 
working hard to recycle their household 
waste at every opportunity. 

Councillor Jackie Smith, the council’s 
cabinet member for community safety 
and environment told GT: “We are 
committed to continually increasing what 
items can be recycled and also making 
our waste and recycling services simple 
and convenient for local people. 

“Most people now recognise 
how important it is that we do 
what we can to safeguard the 
environment. Therefore, by 
taking those simple routine 
steps to educate ourselves and 
our families about what we can 
recycle, we all help protect the 
environment by sending less 
recyclable waste to landfill or 
incineration.”

The royal borough has achieved 
consistently good rates of recycling in 
recent years, yet overall the capital is 
seeing a decline in recycling.

A GOVERNOR at several Royal 
Greenwich schools was recognised 
in the Queen’s Birthday Honours 
List earlier this month. 

Bob Love, the local authority governor 
for Morden Mount and other primary 
schools in Greenwich, was made a 
Member of the British Empire in the 
Queen’s Birthday Honours List on June 
12 for his services in education.

Stories of navy 
heroes are 
told at last 

THE stories of thousands of heroic sailors 
from First World War merchant ships can 
now be told for the first time, thanks to a 
four-year project by the National Maritime 
Museum in Greenwich. 

Working with the National Archives, 400 
volunteers from around the world, including 
France, Mexico, Japan, Australia, Italy as 
well as the UK, have worked from home to 
transcribe the details and service records of 
crews serving on 39,000 voyages during 1 91 5 
- a total of 750,000 seamen. 

The information has come from electronic 
copies of the handwritten crew lists of 
different ships, held by the archives. They 
include names, addresses, ranks, ages, and 
wages - typically £3 a week. Although the 
ships were all British registered, their crews 
came from all over the globe, including 
Barbados, Calcutta, New York, Malta, Paris, 
Russia and Sweden. Every sailor had to fill in 
their details in ink and by hand. And for those 
who couldn't write, it was done for them by 
the ship's master or captain, with the sailor 
initialling his mark alongside. 

They will be a treasure house of information 
for people keen to trace their family histories, 
as well as social and maritime historians. It is 
one of the very few sources of information on 
merchant seafarers from 1915. 

Museum archivist Martin Salmon said: 

"During the Great War in 1915, these 
merchant ship sailors were behind the scenes 
during war, making sure our country got fed. 
They did not sign up to get shot at, but they 
found themselves on the front line. The 400 
keen volunteers who transcribed the crew 
lists included many former merchant sailors 
and showed there is a global interest in the 
merchant navy." 

No other similar records for individual 
merchant seamen from this period exist, 
and the crew lists are the only surviving 
documents to tell what they experienced. The 
project unearthed many tales of heroism and 
courage. They included the first Victoria Cross 
awarded in the merchant navy. It went to 
Frederick Daniel Parslow master of the cargo 
vessel Anglo-Californian which was chartered 
by the Admiralty to transport horses. On July 
4, 1 91 5, it was sunk by a German U-boat 90 
miles off the Irish Coast. 

Parslow heroically stood his ground against 
the enemy for hours, and was killed by one of 
the numerous shells that were hit the ship's 
bridge. The second mate, who happened to be 
Parslow's eldest son, was forced to lie down 
among the wreckage to continue navigating, 
until help reached the ship.

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Magna-ficent Carta 


VISITORS to the Greenwich Heritage Centre 
in Woolwich were able to get within touching 
distance of one of the most important 
documents in history. 

A facsimile of Magna Carta - the document 
that laid down the basics of English law and 
freedoms - was put on display to mark the 
800-year anniversary of it being signed with 
the seal of King John on the banks of the River 
Thames at Runneymede near Windsor. This was 
witnessed by 25 barons, including Geoffrey de 
Saye, then the Lord of West Greenwich. 

Visitors to the centre in Artillery Place were 
able to view it, and read a modern translation 
in a takeaway leaflet. Families with children 


were invited to have a go at making their own 
scroll at a free drop-in session. 

Other local celebrations included 
information films from the British Library on 
the Big Screen in General Gordon Square, 
Woolwich, and a screening of Disney's 
Robin Hood - a cartoon version of the story 
about the legendary outlaw who fought the 
injustices caused by King John. 

Magna Carta also formed the cornerstone 
of the idea of liberty and law, both in England 
and across the world. It inspired the US 
Declaration of Independence, the European 
Convention on Human Rights and the 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights.
